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State Federations of Stamp Clubs 


EVER before in the history of 

American Philately has there 

been so many organizations of 

stamp collectors in the form of 

local or city stamp clubs as 
there are today. It would be difficult 
to estimate the number of clubs and 
in speaking of these clubs we are re- 
ferring to senior clubs. Perhaps a 
rough estimate of between 350 and 500 
different clubs would not be a guess 
far from correct. 

Many of these clubs boast a mem- 
bership of well over a hundred mem- 
bers, some few will run close to 200 
or more while doubtless the greater 
number of them will average under 
50 members. 

Taking 400 clubs as a basis and 
ae an average of 50 members 

r club we have a total of 20,000 
ll collectors affiliated with their 
local stamp clubs. 

The reason we have so many mem- 
bers in the various local stamp clubs 
yet so few in any of the National 
Societies is solely because the collector 
prefers to spend his money for mem- 
bership in a stamp club where it will 
bring him the most return. 

Such return as the collector gets 
from his local club is principally per- 
sonal contact with other collectors and 
an opportunity to meet often and to 
trade, buy, sell and see stamps as 
well as to hear papers read and to 
listen to talks on stamps and stamp 
collecting. 

It is our belief that personal con- 
tact is the greatest factor in holding 
these clubs together. 

Were it desirable in considering the 
matter under discussion, to count the 
hundreds of Junior stamp clubs 
throughout the country, doubtless the 
estimated 20,000 collectors in local 
stamp clubs could be doubled. In the 
junior clubs, many of these boys will 
soon graduate into the senior clubs 
and there is every reason to believe 





that the number of collectors in this 
class will increase rather than dimin- 
ish within the next few years. 

We doubt if anyone will dispute the 
fact that the greatest good the col- 
lector gets from a club membership 
comes from membership in his local 
club. 

Through an affiliation or federation 
of local clubs so much could be done 
toward improving conditions locally 
and nationally, that we believe it is 
advisable that a sincere effort be made 
to organize all local clubs into a Fed- 
eration. 











Mother's Day Stamp 





Postmaster General Farley an- 
nounced on February 17, that there 
will be issued a special Mother’s Day 
Postage Stamp. Mother’s Day this 
year is on May 13th. 

Since this stamp has already been 
decided on, it should be prepared 
and distributed to every post office 
throughout the country, and placed 
on sale not later than May 8th or 
10th, in order that every man could 
have an opportunity to procure a 
copy of the stamp for use on a letter 
to Mother, and a!ong with the stamp 
we would suggest a slogan—Write 
a Letter to Mother.” 

















As pointed out in our editorial last 
week, we do not favor an outright 
federation of local clubs solely for the 
reason that it puts each individual 
local club so far away from the par- 
ent body and gives them so little 
voice in the management of the par- 
ent body that we do not believe that 
plan is the proper one. It is our be- 


lief that the best plan for organization 


is by local clubs to organize in State 
groups which will make the territory 
thus covered small enough that local 
club members can quite readily afford 
to attend meetings of their state group 
and thus gain the good that comes 
from such association. 

It would be easy to point out sev- 
eral advantages of organization for 
local clubs into a state group. Just 
as an example let us suggest the fol- 
lowing things. 

Through more than thirty years ex- 
perience in local stamp club affairs 
we have never yet known of any local 
stamp club that has been able to 
operate a sales and exchange depart- 
ment successfully for a period of 
time. The reason for this is that 
the number of members in the local 
club is so small that each has soon 
seen and examined about all that 
brother members have to offer and as 
a result the circuits become flat. 

In a State organization of local 
clubs an interchange of sales books 
through a State Sales manager would 
give a very wide field for circulation, 
in Ohio it would probably provide at 
least 800 to 1000 prospective buyers 
from such circuit books. 

It has always been our belief that 
a sales department was organized for 
the purpose of providing a means for 
the disposition of the Collectors dupli- 
cates. 

Another help that could come from 
cooperation among local clubs would 
be a set of uniform application blanks, 
membership cards and other printed 
forms which could be bought through 
the State Society and have changes 
in the names of the various local clubs 
imprinted thereon at a saving to each 
club. 

An interchange of speakers, of 
ideas for club meetings and such other 
things could and would also become a 
more universal custom among the 





clubs. 
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With the thought that Ohio should 
consider an organization of its local 
clubs into a State Club, we are print- 
ing herewith a proposed Constitution 
and By-Laws as drafted by a Com- 
mittee of the Columbus Philatelic Club 
about two years ago. 

The Editor of this paper would be 
glad to have every local stamp club 
in Ohio take up this matter of an 
organization of Ohio Clubs and dis- 
cuss same before membership of their 
local club. We would be glad to 
have letters with suggestions and also 
an opinion from your club. 

After this has been done, we would 
be glad to suggest that each local club 
take some action and appoint dele- 
gates for a meeting to be held here 
in Columbus at a later date. At this 
meeting it would be the aim to ap- 
prove a Constitution and By-Laws 
for final submission and for a vote 
in your local club, when an invitation 
would be extended to all local stamp 
clubs in Ohio to join in a State Fed- 
eration of Stamp Clubs. 

It is suggested that stamp clubs 
in other states use this Constitution 
and By-Laws as a model on which to 
plan similar organizations in their 
states. 

Following such organizations in the 
various states a movement will then 
be made to organize the various state 
groups into a National Federation of 
State Clubs after which the facilities 
of the State Groups can be extended 
in a National way. 

For the time being, we shall limit 
our activity to organizing in Ohio, 
provided other local clubs approve of 
the suggestion. At the same time, we 
shall be glad to assist any other 
states in similar organization work by 
printing proper notices and news as 
to proposed State organizations. 

In preparing this proposed Consti- 
tution and By-Laws it was the first 
thought of the Committee which did 
this work that the principal point 
which should be made clear to all was 
that it was neither the wish nor the 
intention that the State Club as or- 
ganized should in any way have power 
to dictate to or to interfere in any

manner in the operation of any local 
club. It was believed the local club 
should maintain its entire independ- 
ence in every way with free rein to 
operate and carry on as its members 
saw fit. : 

It is of course recognized that par- 
ticipation in some of the State Club 
activities could only be enjoyed by lo- 
eal clubs by conforming to the rules 
and regulations of the State Club, 
but these rules and regulations were 
planned in such manner as to impose 
no hardship or restrictions on any lo- 
cal club. 

Following is the draft of the pro- 
posed Constitution and By-Laws as 
suggested for an Ohio Federation of 
Stamp Clubs and as prepared by a 
Committee of the Columbus Philatelic 
Club. 


Proposed Constitution for 


“The Ohio Stamp Club” 


ARTICLE I—Name 
Section 1. The name of this organization 
shall be “The Ohio Stamp Club.” 


ARTICLE IIl—Object 
Section 1. The objects and purposes of this 
club shall be to bring about a closer relation- 
ship between the various Philatelic organiza- 
tions and their membership, in the State of 
Ohio, by frequent inter-city meetings and ex- 
change. 
ARTICLE IlI—Nature 


Section 1. The Ohio Stamp Club shall pri- 
marily be an association of the various Phila- 
telic clubs in the State of Ohio. 


ARTICLE IV—Membership 

Section 1. The Ohio Stamp Club shall con- 
sist of the several senior Philatelic clubs in 
the State of Ohio, which organizations may 
become affiliated by agreeing to abide by the 
constitution and by-laws of the Ohio Stamp 
Club. 

Sec. 2. No club of less than ten (10) mem- 
bers shall be eligible to membership in the 
Ohio Stamp Club. 

Sec. 3. All of the members in good stand- 
ing of the clubs affiliated in the Ohio Stamp 
Club who are residents of the State of Ohio 
shall be members of the Ohio Stamp Club by 
rights of membership in the affiliated club and 
shall be known as group members. 


ARTICLE V—Annual Meeting 

Section 1. The legislative body of the Ohio 
Stamp Club shall be delegates to the annual 
meeting. 

Sec. 2. The time for said meeting shall be 
set by the by-laws. 

See. 3. At this annual meeting each club 
shall be entitled to one delegate for the first 
ten (10) members and one for each additional 
fifty (50) or major fraction thereof and an 
alternate for each delegate. 

Sec. 4. Each delegate shall be entitled to 
one vote. The vote of any delegate absent and 
not represented by an alternate shall be cast 
by a majority of the delegates from his club. 

Sec. 5. A quorum shall exist at an annual 
meeting when 60% of the authorized dele 
gates are present. 


ARTICLE VI—Offices 


Section 1. The administrative offices of this 
club, except as may be otherwise provided in 
the By-laws shall be under the supervision of 
an executive committee which shall consist 
of the President, Ist Vice-President, and 2nd 
Vice-President. 

Sec. 2. This club by its By-laws may pro- 
vide for such departments and standing com- 
mittee as may be required for the business of 
the organization. 

Sec. 3. The officers of the club shall be, 
President, Ist and 2nd Vice-President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, and Sales Manager, who 
shall be elected at the annual meeting each 
year.

All officers shall be elected annually 
and they shall hold office until their successors 
are duly elected and installed. Any officer 
may be removed for inefficiency by the execu- 
tive committee, a two-thirds vote of said com- 
mittee being necessary to effect such removal. 

Sec. 5. Any member in good standing shall 
be eligible to hold office in this club except that 
the President and the two Vice-Presidents must 
reside in the same county. 

Sec. 6. The duties of these officers shall be 
those usually appertaining to such offices or as 
provided in the By-laws. 

ARTICLE VII—Finances 

Section 1. The revenue of this club derived 
from the affiliated clubs a rate per member to 
be set by the By-laws. 

Sec. 2. The Sales Manager of the Ohio 
Stamp Club shall pay to the Treasurer two 
and one half percent of the gross sales of his 
departments. 

ARTICLE VIII—Amendments 

Section 1. This constitution may be amend- 
ed at any annual meeting by a vote of two- 
thirds of the total authorized delegates for 
that meeting provided that the amendment 
shall be submitted to the Secretary at least 60 
days prior and providing that this proposed 
amendment shall have been sent to the affili- 
ated clubs at least 30 days prior to the annual 
meeting. 


Proposed By-Laws for 
“THE OHIO STAMP CLUB” 


ARTICLE I—Management 


Section 1. The executive committee shall 
have general charge of the affairs, funds, and 
property of the Club and of all matter not 
otherwise herein provided for. 

Sec. 2. All vacancies existing in the execu- 
tive committee, or in any office of the Club 
from any cause other than expiration of the 
term shall be filled by a majority vote of the 
executive committee. 


ARTICLE IIl—Duties of Officers 


Section 1. The President shall preside at all 
of the meetings of the Club and of the execu- 
tive committee, shall appoint all committees 
prescribed by these By-Laws with the approval 
of the executive committee, shall sign all mem- 
bership cards and warrants on the Treasurer 
for all moneys drawn from the treasury of the 
Club or its executive committee. He shall per- 
form such other duties as directed by the Club. 
He shall make an annual report in writing at 
the annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. No person shall serve as President 
for more than two consecutive years in suc- 
cession. 

Sec. 3. In the absence of the President the 
duties of the President shall be performed by 
the Senior Vice-President present.

See. 4. The Secretary shall keep a true and 
just record of the affairs of the society and of 
the proceedings of the annual meeting of the 
society. He shall transmit to the member clubs 
all proposed amendments to the constitution 
and these By-laws and all information regard- 
ing proposed business to come before the an- 
nual meeting of the Club at least 30 days be- 
fore said annual meeting. He shall draw and 
sign all warrants on the treasury on order of 
the Club or its executive committee. He shall 
superintend the printing or publication of any 
proceedings of the Club and the printing of 
all blanks or forms after the approval of 
the executive committee. He shall furnish all 
member clubs or individual members with a 
certificate of membership, receipt for dues, and 
such other blanks and forms as may be direct- 
ed from time to time by the Club or executive 
committee. 

He shall receive fees for application for 
membership, dues from members, and such 
other moneys as may be payable to the Club 
giving his receipt therefor and shall on the 
last day of each month turn same moneys over 
- the Treasurer and receive his receipt there- 
or. 

He shall notify the member clubs at the be- 
ginning of each year the number of delegates 
that they are entitled to for the ensuing year 
based on the membership of the member clubs 
according to Article V, Section 2 of the Con- 
stitution. 

Sec. 5. The Treasurer shall receive all 
moneys or other funds from the Secretary and 
disburse the same only on warrant properly 
signed by the President and Secretary. He 
shall furnish a surety bond in such sum as 
directed by the executive committee. 

Sec. 6. The Sales Manager shall in co-opera- 
tion with the Sales Managers of the local clubs 
handle the various sales books submitted to 
him thru these various local Sales Managers. 

He shall provide a uniform sales book and 
necessary blanks and forms, which shall be 
approved by the executive committee to the 
Sales Managers of the local clubs. He shall 
deduct 124%4% commission on all gross sales, 
which commission shall be divided as follows, 
214% to the Treasury of the Ohio Stamp Club, 
5% to the local Sales Managers, and 5% to 
the Club Sales Manager. The owner of the 
book shall pay an insurance fee of 1% of the 
net value of the books to the Sales Manager on 
submission of the book. The Sales Manager 
shall transmit these insurance funds to the 
Club Treasurer on the 15th day of each month. 
This insurance money shall be disbursed only 
on order of the executive committee. 

He shall furnish a surety bond in such sum 
as directed by the executive committee. 

See. 7. Local clubs which wish to partici- 
pate in the Sales Department of the Ohio 
Stamp Club shall be obligated to put their local 
Sales Managers under bond for $500 and to 
abide by the rules of the State Club Sales 
Department, for all sales books entered in such 
department, but these rules shall in no way 
affect the operation of any individual local 
sales department as regards books from their 
own members. 


ARTICLE IlI—Meetings 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Club 
shall be held during the month of October. 
The delegates shall be certified to the Secre- 
tary at least 30 days prior to the annual 
meeting. 

Sec. 2. The place of the annual meeting 
shall be selected for the next year by the dele- 
gates assembled in annual meeting, preferably 
by acting upon invitation from the various 
affiliated clubs. 

Sec. 3. At least two meetings other than 
the annual meeting should be held each year, 
time and place to be selected by the delegates 
assembled in annual meeting, preferably by 
acting upon invitation from the various affili- 
ated clubs. At these meetings other than the 
annual meeting no business sessions of the 
Club should be held unless by order of the 
executive committee, and then only when the 
affiliated clubs shall have been notified at least 
30 days prior so that their delegates can have 
been instructed. 


ARTICLE IV—Committees 


Section 1. The President shall, with the 
consent of the executive committee, appoint 
the following standing committees: 


1. Finance committee. 


2. Constitution and By-Laws, and other 
committees as may be deemed advisable

There seem to be quite a few in- 
quiries from collectors as to what is 
meant by the term “Coil Waste.” This 
term is in common use among dealers 
but the catalogue does not use this 
expression. The stamps referred to as 
“eoil waste” are numbers 538 to 546, 
inclusive as well as 578-9 and 594-5. 
These stamps were all printed by the 
rotary press process and came with 
a variety of mixed perforations which 
further brands them as the haphazard 
offspring of the depression following 
the late Great War. Their origin is 
quite interesting. Realizing the need 
for economy, the Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving was instructed to save 
wherever possible. Now, in printing 
up rotary press coils there are very 
often remainders of various sized 
sheets left over after a coil, or roll of 
coils, is wound. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances these are thrown away 
and destroyed. Under the pressure 
for economy they were saved and, 
when a sufficient quantity were gath- 
ered together, they were perforated. 

Of course some of these sheets 
were “horizontal” coil sheets, and 
some were “vertical”. Some were 
perforated 10 along the top and bottom 
while other were perforated 10 along 
the sides. The then current guage 
for perforating sheet stamps was 11 
so when these were run through they 
produced the compound perforations, 
11 by 10 and 10 by 11. Others were 
imperforate on all sides and these 
were run through to produce the 11 
by 11 perforation of No. 545-6 as 
well as 594-5. 

No announcement of these phila- 
telically new issues was made at the 
time but, fortunately for us, most of 
the varieties were located at different 
post offices throughout the country 
and enough were saved to make them 
comparatively inexpensive. This state- 
ment, however, does not apply to No. 
594 which was never located in any 
quantity and of which only a few 
copies, mostly used, are known to 
exist.

and 539b are sheets of this “coil 
waste” which slipped out without be- 
ing perforated horizontally. A good 
many must have slipped out as they 
are still fairly plentiful. Perhaps it 
was an intentional experiment in the 
interests of economy. At least they 
put gum on them which all goes to 
show that the present “gumless” de- 
pression a la Byrd is a lot worse than 
the good old days of 1920-22 which 
produced “coil waste.” 

All of these numbers come notor- 
iously poor in centering. In fact a 
well centered copy is worth a decided 
premium in most cases.

BYRD STAMP Consultation with a 
BLUNDER wide awake Philatel- 

ist would do much 
at times to make stamp collectors 
more appreciative of some of the Phil- 
atelic Souvenirs which are issued by 
the Postoffice Department. We note 
the plate numbers on the Byrd Imperf. 
Sheets and find that all of the single 
copies which we have seen from the 
bottom center of the sheet bear part 





of the word “plate” all of the word 
“number” and just the first three fig- 
ures of the actual number. If this 
imprint has been set a trifle to the 
left, the entire number of the plate 
would have fallen below the center 
stamp making an exceptionally nice 
little item for the collector. 

Here is a stamp which most any 
collector can plate on cover. That is 
you can get the four corner stamps 
on cover and the top and bottom cen- 
ter stamp, thus having what would 
appear to be a reconstructed sheet. 
Practically all we have seen thus far 
are on letters with margins attached 
and a set of six positions will doubt- 
less be in great demand.

Air Mail Routes 


With one swoop of the pen, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt cancelled all contracts 
for the carrying of the air mail over 
all of the existing routes, as of Feb. 
19th, and announced that from that 
time on the U. S. Army planes would 
carry the air mail until different ar- 
rangements were made. This is cer- 
tainly a historical event in the history 
of the service, and one which all col- 
lectors of such covers will be pleased 
to have something in their collections, 
but at this writing, (Feb. 14th) no 
one knows exactly what will take 
place, and whether or not any special 
markings will be used to distinguish 
the mail carried by the Army planes 
on the First Day. Some routes may 
be abandoned, and others may be re- 
let to the present operators before 
the 19th, and others may be routed 
through different cities than at the 
present time, so we may get many 
new changes, by the time you read 
this item.

It is stated that this rare stamp 
was presented by Mr. Hind, before 
his death, to Mrs. Hind, and that she 
prefers to keep it unless a satisfac- 
tory offer is made. Thus this stamp 
may change hands at a private sale. 

This rare stamp however is not 
the most valuable piece in the great 
Hind collection, if we can quote the 
words of Mr. Phillips. 

The Post Office Mauritius “1d and 
2d used together on one envelope. 
This is to my mind the rarest and 
most valuable cover in the world. It 
cost Mr. Hind $42,000.00.”

The ships fly to Sevilla, Spain, 
thence to the Azores, then to Gambia 
and across the South Atlantic where 
the German Ship Westfalen is sta- 
tioned midway as a floating base.

UNITED STATES—Mr. C. D. Barnett, of 
Danville, Virginia, submits a sheet of the 
Byrd stamps, in which the 50th stamp of the 
sheet shows a very plain flaw at the lower left 
corner of the outer circle around the felt “3”. 
He desires to know if any other of our readers 
have noticed this same flaw. We are not of 
the opinion that it is a plate flaw, but in or- 
der to be certain will ask any of our readers 
to look at any full sheets that they may have 
of plate #21167, to see if this same flaw oc- 
curs on theirs. 


GERMANY— Altho a contemporary publish- 
ed the fact that the air mails heralded in our 
notes of Feb. 10th, have already been issued, 
we are informed under date of Feb. Ist, by 
Mr. Hans Schumacher, that they may not be 
issued until June. At any event we shall 
publish the correct data when we receive it 
authentically. It might also interest our 
readers to learn that on Jan. 30th, a splendid 
post card was issued consisting of a_ bust 
portrait of Pres. Hindenburg and Adolf Hitler, 
together with a picture showing a march 
through “Brandenburger Tor” (gate arch). 

Mr. R. Roberts advises us that the under- 
noted new colors have appeared on ribbed pa- 
per, perf. 14, wmk. Scott’s type 127: 


A1l0— 4pf. gray blue 
Al0—10pf. dark brown 


HAITI—The color of the stamp chronicled in 
our notes of Feb. 3rd, according to the two 
standard authorities, seems to as much in 
doubt in their supplements, as the value. 
Scott’s list it as type ‘‘A57—62.50c. olive 
green” and Gibbons’ list ‘“‘2g.50—olive brown.” 
We do not want to belittle Scott’s but in this 
instance, we feel that Gibbons’ is right, tho 
having seen no more than just an illustration 
of this particular stamp.

This list is quite 
a thorough one, pricing all U. S. Post- 
age, and much in envelopes, revenues, 
etc. It is a representative example of 
what could be done with a Fair Price 
List to be adopted by the stamp trade. 
One of the advantages of such a list 
would be its low cost to dealers who 
would care to use it as standard. 

It is a fact that prices on best quali- 
ty U. S. Stamps, no matter what the 
issue, vary but little in the price lists 
issued by reputable dealers who hold 
stocks to back up their offers. Cut 
prices are usually found in lists of the 
less responsible dealers who too often 
are unable to fill very many orders 
for many items which they advertise.

Three requests in one day as to how 
to tell the difference between Buro 
Prints and regular precancels prompts 
me to make the following statements. 
No precancel editor, or any person 
connected with precancels can write 
down or paper an explanation that 
will thoroly educate you to tell the 
difference. You must acquire the 
knowledge. A careful study of the 
illustrations in the catalogs is helpful. 

Several booklets have been publish- 
ed by dealers on precancels and my 
personal opinion is that the one put 
out by Adoph Gunesch, whose adver- 
tisements you see every week in 
LINN’S, is really the best for dis- 
tinguishing between the two kinds of 
precancels, as it contains illustrations 
of the general types of precancels and 
the buro print type too from cities 
that have types that are very similar. 
These are placed side by side and the 
differences are pointed out. Among 
many or the novices I find that there 
is a feeling in their request about the 
difference between the two, that there 
is some mark, some secret line, per- 
haps some key whereby if I only 
would impart that knowledge to them 
they then could instantly tell what 
was what. Would to the Gods this 
was true for it would indeed lighten 
the burden of at least one so called 
Precancel Editor. 

Of course the quickest and surest 
way to learn is the association with 
some collector who has acquired the 
art of distinguishing between the two 
for he can more readily teach you 
than can a hundred articles on the 
subject. Following are a few fun- 
damental rules that will help the be- 
ginner but are not guaranteed to com- 
pletely educate him by any means. (1) 
All buro prints occur on rotary press

No buro prints come inverted, double 
printed, etc., nor reading up. (3) No 
buro prints come on commemorative 
issues, in double line types, nor either 
metal or rubber handstamp types. (4) 
Buro Prints have lines above and be- 
low, in the first issue they were very 
heavy, last issue thinner, instances 
where it appears that bars are used 
is always proved to be the end of the 
sheet and the centering not perfect. 
(5) The majority of buro prints are 
of the 1922 issue designs, altho a 
few experimental precancels were 
made in 1916 on the perf 10 issue of 
that period, these came only from the 
following cities, Augusta, Me., Spring- 
field, Mass., and New Orleans. Not all 
the precancels put out by these cities 
at that time were buro prints either, 
so if you have any from the above 
cities in the perf. 10 of that period 
have them investigated. No 1917 issue 
perf. 11 are buro prints, nor are 
any of the offset printings. A few 
postage dues were used at New Or- 
leans in the experimental issue but 
there are no other postage due buro 
prints.
